SCALE OF WAGES PAID 
FIREFIGHTERS 

There having been published in a 
Calgary daily a letter stating that fire¬ 
fighters were paid only .15c an hour 
during the forest fire on the Crows 
Nest reserve, it might be pointed out 
that the rates in force were as fol¬ 
lows : 

25c per hour for firefighters, 30c for 
straw bosses or sub-foremen, 40c for 
foremen, $4.00 a day for cooks, up to 
$5.00 a day for packers and pump op¬ 
erators, $6.00 a day for fire superin¬ 
tendents. 

From the 25c per hour for fire¬ 
fighters and other ranks a dollar a 
day was charged, three regular meals I 
a day being supplied to those who 
were steadily engaged. 

It is stated by the forest supervisor 
that feeding arrangements were much 
better carried out than in British Co¬ 
lumbia, where men were quite often 
fed a makeshift meal by the roadside. 
In the Crows Nest fire regular camp 
kitchens were set up at which men 
were served meals.

Germany is expected shortly to 
take the initiative by asking for re¬ 
lief from her enormous reparation 
burden. France is expected to co¬ 
operate in re-examining Germany’s 
ability to pay, and radical reductions 
are considered inevitable. 

The United States, which collects 
no reparation from Germany but does 
have vast war debts outstanding 
from Germany’s allied creditors, is 
ready in turn to do its share as a 
contribution to world stability. A re¬ 
opening of the debt question is ex¬ 
pected to follow immediately'on any 
change in reparations. 

In addition to finding a common 
course of procedure on this important 
question, the Hoover-Laval discus¬ 
sions produced an agreement for 
Franco-American unity of action to 
protect fully their present monetary 
systems, based on the gold standard; 
to increase the stability of interna¬ 
tional exchange; and to unlock for 
world recovery every possible reser¬ 
voir of frozen assets.

trance calls tor progress at the rate of 
seven units a year. This is, a very 
heavy requirement and it is interest¬ 
ing to note how many of our students 
are progressing at a rate better than 
that demanded. The more, capable 
among the students are encouraged 
to do this so that their fourth year 
(first year University work) may not 
he too heavy.” 

Students passing seven or more units 
show a consistent increase as fol-
